UPLAND HIGH SCHOOL 


A growing institution, like a 
growing community, is ‘always 
the center of interest. 

Such is the case at the Up- 
land high school. High school 
students residing in Monte Vis- 
ta and in the southeast part of 
Upland will not attend the W. 
llth St. campus next fall, going 
to the Chaffey campus instead. 
Limited facilities in Upland and 
the increase in the number of 
Upland-Foothill students is the 
reason for, an ‘‘adjustment” in 
the boundaries. 

In ‘dividing up’’ the students 
in accordance with available 
classroom space, the Chaffey 
board has ruled that all stu- 
dents whose homes are within 
the Ontario elementary school 
district shall attend the Euclid 
campus, 

It is unfortunate, in this re- 
gard, that residents in the 
Southeast part of Upland belong 
to the Ontario school district. 
But that is the way the voters 
there preferred it in a recent 
election. 

All Uplanders in general re- 
gret that this area is not a part 
of the Upland school district 
and there is hope this situation 
may be changed. 

If no change were made in 
the enrollment schedule, it is 
anticipated there would be 1,637 
pupils in September —— an in- 
‘crease of 315 more than attend- 
ing at present. 

In the new plan, 1,419 students, 
will be enrolled next fall on the 
local campus — and at least 
four temporary ‘‘tent’’ clags- 
rooms will be needed. 

All of which emphasizes the 
real need for the recently ap- 
proved bond issue,

Few Upland H.S. 
Students To 
Attend Chaffey 


As a step to maintain Upland 
high school fagilities only for 
the students within the Upland 
Foothill elementary .school dis- 
tricts, the Chaffey board of ed- 


ucation is today on record in 
fixing new boundaries for the 
local students, 

Effective in September, stu- 


dents' to be admitted in the Up- 
land high school will come from 
the Upland elementary school 
district and all other districts in 
Alta Loma, Cucamonga, Mt. Bal- 
dy and Etiwanda. 

Students from the sq@-called 
Olivedale section of Upland will 
be assigned to the Chaffey high 
school, since that area is now a 
part of the Ontario elementary 
school district. 

It- is anitcipated 1,419 students 
will be on the Upland high school 
campus with the start of classes 
in September. This total is more 
than the present classroom fa- 
cilities. Therefore, four tempor- 
ary tent-covered classrooms will 
be rented to serve until addition- 
al structures will be ready on 
the campus. 

The proposed temporary class- 
rooms will be 20 feet by 30 feet 
in size. Floors ‘will be installed. 

The high school administra- 
tive council considered various 
proposals and recommended to 
the Chaffey board Monday night 
that this proposal be adopted. 

(Monte Vista students, who this 
year have formed an important 
block in the student body, will 
attend Chaffey next year. Dur- 
ing the following year, it is ex- 
pected they will be transferred 
to the new Monte Vista high 
school that will be built in the 
meantime. 

It is pointed out that the new 
alignment in the Upland High 
school boundary will not affect 
any students now within the Uv- 
land school district.

Mock Court Program Promotes 
Nazarene Foreign Missions a 





‘Mercy court of Upland First 
Church of the Nazarene in ‘ses- 
sion last evening found the mem- 
bers and friends of the church 
negligent in contributions to 
their alabaster boxes and there- 
by guilty of failure to sufficiently 
support their church imission- 
aries, 

This decision resulted in sen- 
tencing of the defendants to one 
hour of prayer per day for 99 
years plus a fine to be made to 
their alabaster boxes. 

An effective program promo- 
ting support of foreign missions 
of the church was thus presented 
with a mock justice court trial at 
the church. Llaird B. Hudson, of 
Cucamonga, a California High- 
way patrolman and member of 
the Upland congregation wrote 
and directed the production. 

Alabaster boxes are distribu- 
ted among the membership and 
friends of the church, and every 
six months are collected. Dur- 
ing the intervening period, mon- 
ey. is added regularly to the box 
of each individual, in much the 
same manner as a coin bank is 
filled. The ‘alabaster box offer- 
ings every six months are sub- 
mitted to the church’s Foreign 
missions program for building 
chapels and dispensaries. 

Presiding over the court was 
the Honorable J. W. Baugh, judge 


for the night. The plaintiff, the { 


alabaster box of each church 
member, was represented by 
Mr. Box, or William Talbot. His 
attorney was Samuel Meade, ‘and 
his star witness was Mrs. David

Cucamonga Water Dist. To Offer 
Domestic Water, Build Reservoir 





Cucamonga County Water dis- 
trict will soon enter the domes- 
tic water business, application 
having been made for a State 
Health certificate to permit this 
additional service. Most immedi- 
ate domestic service will be con- 
fined to upper elevations of the 
foothills where there has been a 
shortage of local water supplies 
for years, according to Norman 
G. Hixson, district manager. 

Mr. Hixon anticipates consid- 
erable delivery of domestic wat- 
er to the upper foothill areas 
above Alta Loma and Etiwanda, 
with some elaborate estate de- 
velopments already being 
planned, for these areas. 

Cucamonga County Water’ dis- 
trict is now installing distribu- 
tion lines throughout the district, 
and has completed some instal- 
lations, with many of these to be 
extended in the future. Total ‘cost 
to date of these distribution 
mains is in excess of $75,000. 
A purification plant is now ready 
for operation at the district’s 
main pumping station, located 
at Acacia St. and Archibald Ave. 
just south of the Santa Fe tracks, 
in Cucamonga. 

Future expansion of this pur- 
ification plant, to include a com- 
plete filter system, is already 
planned for the time when there 
is sufficient need to warrant the 
larger system. 

Work is due to start in April 
or May on the district’s new four 
million gallon suction reservoir 
just off the Metropolitan Water 
Co. aqueduct at the district’s 


main pumping station, adjacent

Water district since its incep- 
tion, Manager Hixson told The 
Upland News: ‘‘A major portion 
of the original design, for which 
the bond issue was floated more 
than a year ago, is now com- 
plete. The only exception is the 
reservoir which has been autho- 
rized and will soon be under 
construction.’’ 

Mr. Hixson said the water dis- 

trict is now providing supple- 
mental water to 15 mutual wat- 
er companies within the 27- 
square-mile district, in addition 
to supplying individual ranches 
and other consumers. 
‘Main transmision iine of the 
district was competed last sum- 
mer, but operation was delayed 
until Sept. for arrival of various 
equipment. It, was then placed. 
in operation on a manual basis, 
pending installation of an auto- 
matic system. This automation 
is now completed and ready for 
use when the water district Op- 
eration begins early this sum- 
mer. 
By providing as complete auto- 
mation for the water district sys- 
tem as was. sound practice, 
the water district has eliminated 
personnel problems and operates 
with a minimum of three full- 
time people. Mr. Hixson as mian- 
ager is assisted by Frank Van 
Fleet, secretary of the board of 
directors, and Mrs. Rena Peter- 
son, office stenographer.
